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I  told  him  (the  King  of  Brobdingnag)  of  an  invention  discovered  between  three  and 
four  hundred  years  ago,  to  make  a  certain  powder,  into  a  heap  of  which  the  smallest 
spark  of  fire  falling,  would  kindle  the  whole  in  a  moment  .  .  .  with  a  noise  and  agitation 
greater  than  thunder.  That  a  proper  quantity  of  this  powder  rammed  into  a  hollow  tube 
of  brass  or  iron,  according  to  its  bigness,  would  drive  a  ball  of  iron  or  lead  with  such 
violence,  as  nothing  was  able  to  sustain  its  force.  That  the  largest  balls  thus  discharged, 
would  not  only  destroy  whole  ranks  of  an  army  at  once;  but  batter  the  strongest  walls 
to  the  ground;  sink  down  ships  with  a  thousand  men  in  each,  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea 
.  .  .  and  lay  all  waste  before  them  .  .  .That  I  knew  the  ingredients  very  well,  which 
were  cheap  and  common,  and  could  direct  his  workmen  how  to  make  these  tubes  to 
a  size  proportionable  to  all  other  things  in  his  Majesty's  kingdom,  and  the  largest  need 
not  be  above  two  hundred  foot  long;  twenty  or  thirty  of  which  tubes,  charged  with  the 
proper  quanity  of  powder  or  balls,  would  batter  down  the  walls  of  the  strongest  town 
in  his  dominions  on  a  few  hours;  or  destroy  the  whole  metropolis,  if  ever  it  should  pretend 
to  dispute  his  absolute  commands.  This  I  humbly  offered  to  his  Majesty,  as  a  small  tribute 
of  acknowledgement  in  return  for  so  many  marks  that  I  had  received  of  his  royal  favor 
and  protection. 

The  king  was  struck  with  horror  at  the  description  I  had  given  of  those  terrible 
engines,  and  the  proposal  I  had  made  ...  He  said  some  evil  genius,  enemy  to  man- 
kind, must  have  been  the  first  contriver.  As  for  himself,  he  protested  that  although  few 
things  delighted  him  so  much  as  new  discoveries  in  art  or  in  nature,  yet  he  would  rather 
lose  half  his  kingdom  than  be  privy  to  such  a  secret;  which  he  commanded  me,  as 
I  valued  my  life,  never  to  mention  any  more.  .  . 

A  strange  effect  of  narrow  principles  and  short  views!  that  a  prince  possessed  of 
every  quality  which  procures  veneration,  love  and  esteem  .  .  .  should  from  a  nice  un- 
necessary scruple,  whereof  in  Europe  we  can  have  no  conception,  let  slip  an  opportunity 
put  into  his  hands,  that  would  have  made  his  absolute  master  of  the  lives,  the  liberties, 
and  the  fortunes  of  his  people  ...  He  confessed  to  abominate  and  despise  all  mystery,

The  selections  range  in 
date  from  last  spring  ("People  who  Hate")  to  the  McCarthy  days  of  1952  when  ''Freedom  of 
Speech"  was  a  vital   issue. 

A  few  weeks  ago  a  young  man  came  into  the  office,  accompanied  by  as  shaggy  a  dog 
as  we  had  ever  seen,  to  ask  why  we  didn't  have  more  programs  on  science.  We  wondered  for 
a  while  with  him,  whereupon  he  offered  to  see  what  he  could  do.
